Pres. Lemos Tells 
Rotary Club Of 
Enrollment 


Mr. John B. Lemos, President 
of the Salinas Junior College, was 
guest speaker at the Monterey 
Rotary Club meeting on Thurs- 
day, September 19. Mr, Lemos 
spoke on the trend of the vet- 
eran toward higher education. 

Mr. Lemos said that approxi- 
mately” one half of the enroll- 
ment at the college is veterans, 
and that three quarters of the 
veterans are enrolled in the 
lower division, which .is the 
equivalent of the first two years 
of university work. The prewar 
average was one-third lower di- 
vision, with the rest of the stu- 
dent body enrolled in the gen- 
eral college and occupational di- 
visions. 

Veterans, college faculty and 
the Veterans’ Administration are 
co-operating in maintaining grade 
standards, it was said: All vet- 
erans must maintain a “C” aver- 
age to remain eligible to receive 
benefits from the &.1. Bill of 
Rights, President Lemos went on 
to say. 

Transportation problems facing 
the veterans were also explained 
by Mr. Lemos. The Monterey Pe- 
ninsula has three buses and 200 
students to transport. This dif-

_ Mr. Karl Bengston has returned 
to SJ.C. to take the position of 
comptroller and social science in- 
structor after four years in the 
army air corps, part of which 
time he was in the military de- 
partment of education. Mr. Beng- 
ston was an instructor at S.J.C. 
from 1939 until he joined the 


ou. army in 1942. 


Mr. Bengston reported that he 
received his officer’s training at 
Miami Beach, Florida, and was 
commissioned a second Heuten- 
ant. For the next two years he 
was head of the department. of 
maps, charts, and aerial photos 
at the Santa Ana Army Air Base. 

In October, 1944, the military 
government sent Mr. Bengston 
to the navy school at Princeton 
University for three months. 
After this training he was sta- 
tioned ‘at Fort Ord until Febru- 
ary, 1945. 

Mr. Bengston was then sent 
overseas, arriving April 11, 1945, 
in Okinawa, where he was with 
the military government until 
September, 1945. From Okinawa, 
he went to Korea. There he was 
in the department of education 
with the military government. 
Mr. Bengston returned to the 
United States’ in June of this 
year and received his discharge 


in July.
